The federal communications 
aw is silent on the question of 
grounds for removal, but Jus- 
tice Department lawyers feel it 
is logical to assume that the 
grounds for removal by the 
President would be the same 
“inefficiency, neglect or mal- 
feasance” in office that con- 
trols other regulatory agencies. 

Administration sources are 
going out of their way to em- 
phasize that Mack is a Demo- 
crat and in addition was “spon- 
sored” by “the highest Demo- 
crats In Florida.”

FAD OF LABOR. 
OUNGL GIVES 
HS PLATFORN 


A strong legislative program 
efforts to halt rising unem- 
ployment and other action de- 
signed to improve the metro- 
politan community are among 
the aims of Joseph P. Clark, 
new president of the 190,000- 
member St. Louis Labor Coun- 
cil, AFL-CIO, he said yester- 
day. 

Clark, whose career as a 
labor leader began in the de- 
pression years, was elected 
Tuesday night to fill the unex- 
pired term of William A. 
Webb, who died Dec. 19, two 
months after merger of the 
AFL and CIO central bodies. 


The term expires in December 
1959. 


Paraphrasing former Secre- 
tary of Defense Charles Wil- 
son, the union leader observed 
that: “What's good for the 
community is good for labor.” 

“Unemployment is an in- 
creasing problem.” Clark said. 
“I intend to call in my asso- 
ciates and work with Govern- 
ment officials and _ business 
leaders in the. effort to halt 
unemployment here.” 

Recalls Depression Years. 

Clark, whose term as busi- 
ness agent of Firemen & Oil- 
ers Local 6, of St. Louis, began 
in 1934, recalled the low 
wages, depleted union treas- 
uries and the unemployment 
of that period. In 1936 Clark 
was elected president of the old 
AFL Central Trades and Labor 
Union, a position he held for 
10 years. 

“Following the depression 
came the war years,” Clark re- 
marked. “Business boomed, 
and so did organized labor 
Everyone was ‘hurting’ for 
manpower. The situation is 
again changing, but labor needs 
full employment, and I hope 
to attain it here.” 


Clark said he will confer

Basis of Solicitation. 


H. J. (Jack) Porter, the Re- 
publican national committee- 
man for Texas, had solicited 


contributions to the dinner by 
pointing out that the influence 
of Martin, the Republican lead- 
er of the House, would be nec- 
essary to obtain congressional 
passage of the controversial 
natural gas bill. 

Once this was made known, 
the Republican National Com- 
mittee announced that it would 
accept no part of the Houston 
money. The bill itself, which 
would free natural gas produc- 
ers from most direct federal 
controls was in.effect killed 
by the episode. 

Though the’ national Repub- 
lican organization had spurned 
the money, Senator Schoeppel 
was quoted Feb. 12 by the Asso- 
ciated Press as saying that the 
Senate Republican campaign 
committee would accept it. 

That committee met yester- 
day and issued this statement: 

“The Republican Senatorial 
campaign committee has been 
informed that no part of the 
funds raised at the Republican 
dinner in Houston, Tex., will 
be offered as contributions to 
the Republic an Senatorial com- 
mittee.

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USSIA ASSERTS 
T 1S GREATEST 
NAVAL POWER 


MOSCOW, Feb. 22 (UP)— 
Russia today proclaimed itself 


the world’s greatest naval pow- 


er, capable of “destroying the 


paval forces of the enemy on' 


the seas and oceans” and at- 
facking land bases. 

The Soviet Defense Minister, 
Marshal Rodion Y. Malinovsky, 
stressed Soviet naval develop- 
ment in a speech discussing 
over-all Russian military might 
on the eve of the fortieth anni- 
versary of the Soviet armed 
forces. 

Russian military science, he 
said, has proved its “great 


superiority” over the West and 


is “steadily improving.” 

The Navy is equipped with 
all moderu means for combat 
at sea, he said. 

Destroying Enemy at Sea. 

It is capable not only of de- 
fending our sea frontiers but 
also of destroying the naval 
forces of the enemy on the 
feas and oceans, as well as 
dealing mighty blows against 
objectives situated on other 
continents. 

In his address in the Sports 
Palace here, Malinovsky did 
not specifically mention sub- 
marines. But it is no secret on 
either side of the Iron Curtain 
that the Soviet navy has at 
least double the number of 
operational submarines in the 
United States Navy. 

(Latest Western estimates 
are that Russia has more than 
500 under-water craft, some 
capable of (firing nuclear 
rockets. The Russians are not 
believed to have atomic sub- 
marines such as the United 
States Navy is developing.) 

Repeats Claim. 


Ranging over the other 
branches of service, Malinovsky 
repeated the Kremlin claim 
that Soviet Russia has ballistic 
missiles “capable of carrying 
hydrogen charges to any point 
of the world.” 

For defense, he said, “anti- 
aircraft forces are equipped 
with supersonic fighters, high 
standard anti-aircraft artillery, 
anti-aircraft rocket technology 
and new electronic communica- 
tions and operations appa- 
ratus.” 

Communist party chief Ni- 
kita S. Khrushchev, wearing 
the uniform of a lieutenant 
general with at least five rows 
of decorations across his chest, 
also addressed the mass rally. 
It was believed to be the first 
time that Khrushchev has ap- 
peared in public in his uniform 
since World War II. 

Khrushchev praised the de- 
fensive strength of the Soviet 
armed forces. He said they 
possessed “all modern militarv 
equipment and everything nec- 
essary for the reliable defense 


of the fatherland . . . against 
warmongers and imperialist ag- 
gressors.” 


Krushchev followed Malinov- 
sky to the speaker's stand. 

Malinovsky, who succeeded 
ousted Defense Minister Georgi 
Zhukov last November, refer- 
red to his predecessor by say- 
ing that the “strenthening of 
party leadership” over the 
armed forces is mandatory. 

He said Zhukov, who was 
accused of putting the Army 
above the party, was “justly” 
punished.

St. Louls University has fin- 
Khed its third consecutive fis- 
pal year with a surplus, the 
Very Rev. Paul C. xeinert, S. 
J.. president, reported yester- 
fay. Income for the fiscal year 
1956-57, ending Aug. 31, ex- 
reeded the general educational 
expenses of $5,020,199 by 
63241, the annual report stated

corporations and parents; other 
gifts of $115,916, endowment 
income of $90,341 and contrib- 
uted services of Jesuit fathers 
vaiued at $347,295.

“Once again.’ Fathe Rein- 
ert observed “we have finished 
the vear in the black. but 


frankly we have done so at the 
expense of many worthwhile 
endeavors. Financing continues 
to be our most pressing prob- 
lem, and we must continue to 
use the greatest energy in 
securing support for the large 
enterprise that is St. Louis 
University.” 

The University’s endowment 
fund increased from $4,901,483 
at the beginning of the year to 
$8.035.259 at the end, largely 
as the result of grants from

It is now a little more than 
five years since the country 
has had a Democratic Presi- 


dent. Five years is really a long 
time in these days when history 
moves at such a rapid pace 
There have been a lot of 
changes in the last five years, 
but verv few of them were 
of the kind promised to us by 
the Republicans in 1952. In 
fact, most of the changes made 
were for the benefit of per- 
sons who need no special ben- 
efit. I believe the pcople of 
the nation realize this. I think 
they are fed up with Repub- 
lican hucksters and their cam- 
paign oratory. Until the Dem- 
ocrats have once more made 
the people prosperous. as we 
did from 1933 to 1953, I do not 
believe thev will be gullible 
enough to fall for a Republi- 
can Administration again. Peo- 
ple in this. great country are 
emotional and _ sentimental 
They like a hero and often fall 
for all sorts of “soap-and-tooth 
paste” advertising about him 

I believe Americans are 
disillusioned and disturbed, 
and that they have learned 
their lesson.

I put very little reliance on 
public opinion polls — except 
when they are actually election 
returns. I saw a poll the other 
day that has finally caught up 
with what the voters have been 
doing on election day. It shqwed 
that the voters are now 55 per 
cent for the Democrats and 45 
per cent for the Republicans 
If the pollsters are still making 
the mistake they made in 1948 
of underestimating the Demo- 
cratic vote, that would give us 
a handsome margin of victors 
And that is exactly what the 
voters gave us every chance 
they had last fall—in the elec- 
tion in Wisconsin of Bill Prox- 
mire and the landslide in New 
elersey for Bob Meyner.

vanced with the times. It has 
failed to understand our prob 
lems at home and abroad. In- 


stead of staying ahead of the 
Russians as a world power, it 
followed a strange policy of 


cutting down our scientific and 
military strength Instead of 
making an expanding economy 
the goal of its domestic policy, 
it cancentrated on high profits 
for the already bloated bond 
holders and high interest rates 
for the money lenders, al! at 
the expense of the home buver 
and smal] business men. This 
policy has helped the Soviets 
and has hurt the free world 
The Soviets have always hoped 
we would have another 1929 
depression.

ciple is that the Democratic 
party must stand firmly and 
forthrightly for the full en- 


joyment and protection of the 
civil. rights and liberties of 
every citizen in the land re- 
gardiess of race. creed, or na- 
tional origin. I think that firm 
and foresighted leadership 
might accomplish this without 
calling on the Army for help. 
Indeed, I know that patient 
and persistent action, coupled 
with firmness, can work won- 
ders in the field of civil rights.

inevitable law of nature that 
requires periodic downturns 
where everyone is “put through 
the wringer.” 

Moreover, we believe the 
Government has a considerable 
measure of responsibility for 
creating conditions in which 
steady economic growth will 
take place. The Democratic 
party must be prepared to ful- 
fill that responsibility com- 
pletely and should constantl) 
develop plans and programs to 
that end. 

Democratic principle number 
four: In foreign policy, the 
Democratic party must stand 
firmly for co-operation and 
concerted action with other 
free nations. The business of 
working with allies from many 
lands, allies who have varied 
interests and diverse points of 
view, is always difficult and 
complex—and is frequently ex- 
asperating. But in the world of 
today there is no acceptable 
alternative. The contest  be- 
tween our free way of life and 
the totalitarian system of the 
Communist bloc is a_ grave 
challenge to the continued ex- 
istence of the United States as 
a sovereign nation and to our 
continued existence as _ free 
men. This is a contest we can- 
not afford to lose. And in the 
long run, it is likely to be de- 
termined by the economic 
strength and industrial power 
of the contending forces ar- 
rayed on either side. Today, 
the free nations together have 
a preponderance of economic 
strength, but the United States 
cannot go it alone 

It requires the co-operation 
of the whole free world to 
maintain our economic and 
military superiority. Russia and 
her satellites are gaining rapid- 
ly in strength. The free na- 
tions have an extremely, tough 
struggle even if we stick to- 
gether If we fall apart, we 
can only expect the worst. 

International co - operation 
must be not only the watch- 
word of our foreign policy, it 
must also be the central theme 
of our whole national life — 
shaping our. course in every- 
thing we do, domestic as well 
as foreign 

Democratic principle number 


five: The Democratic party 
must support an adequate na- 
tional defense, whatever the 
cost. There are some basic 


facts everyone ought to under- 
stand in order to see this prob- 
lem in the proper perspective 
For one thing, there is the fact 


that our struggle with Com- 
munism is a_ life-and-death 
struggle. We hope and pray 
that this struggle can be 
settled by peaceful means, but 
we know the Russians will 
settle it by conquest—if they 
can ' 

We are dealing here with 
the question of our survival. 


Modern weapons are so ter- 


rible we cannot assure our 
survival with certainty no mat- 
ter what we do. But the best 
chance of survival is the main- 
tenance, with our allies, of the 
strongest possible defense sys- 
tem. This is very, very ex- 
pensive in terms of money. 
When we come to decide wheth- 
er or not we are willing to pay 
the price, the question is not 
“what is it convenient for us 
to pay? Rather, the question 
is “what is it worth to sur- 
vive?” 

The answer of the Demo- 
cratic party must be clear and 
unequivocal: We are prepared 
to devote to our survival all 
our wealth and resources that 
are needed and can be ef- 
fectively used for that purpose. 

Remember the last sentence 
in the Declaration of 
pendence: 

“And for the support of 
this declaration, with a firm 
reliance on Divine Provi- 
dence, we mutually pledge 
to each other our lives, our 


fortunes and opr sacred 
honor.” 
Remember this too, my 


friends—mere survival is not 
our only concern. How we sur- 
vive is far more important— 
whether we survive as free men 
and a nation unafraid—or as a 
cowering, frightened people in 


retreat. We must do what is 
necessary to survive as a free 
people, no matter what the 
cost, 


Indeed, I do not see how any 
sane man, whatever his poli- 
tics, who has the courage to 
face the facts, and the sense to 
understand them, could arrive 
at any other answer. But ap- 
parently some people—people 
in high places—have arrived 
at a different answer and are 
now basing our national policy 
upon it. Or perhaps it would 
be more accurate to say that 
they really have not arrived at 
any answer and that we have 
no national policy on this vital 
question—except to follow the 
line of least resistance. Again, 
it may be that-they have not 
arrived at the right answer be- 


cause they have not even 
asked themselves the’ right 
question, 


I hope, my friends, that as 
we get on about our business 
of winning the elections in 
1958 and then the presidential 
election in 1960, we will hold 
fast to these fundamental prin- 
ciples. Some of the principles 
may seem popular; some may 
not. But because they are right, 


we must stick to them. remem-

March 1 to release key figures 
for the presidential election 
campaign, palace sources said 
today. 

The sources said Minister of 
State Gonzalo Guell will be- 
come prime minister to permit 
Andres Rivero Aguero to run 
as Batista’s presidential candi- 
date. Emilio Nunez Portuondo, 
Cuba’s United Nations ambas- 
sador, will take Guell’s job. 

The election will be held 
June 1 and the winner is 
scheduled to succeed Batista 
next February. The rebels of 
Fidel Castro oppose the elec- 
tion, charging it is rigged for 
Batista’s candidate. 

Hoping to derail the election, 
they continued to storm about 
the Cuban countryside, bomb- 
ing, burning and shooting.

These, 
he said, included the restric- 
tive covenant, the gentlemen's 
agreement, employment. dis- 
crimination and violence and 
threats of violence. 

“Certainly we are not entire- 
lv rid of these ugly practices,” 
the speaker said, “but in the 
main, the leashes of restriction 
on the mobility of minority 
group families have 
loosened appreciably 
in major areas of the nation 
such questions are purely aca- 
demic.” 

Snowden said the influence 
of lending institutions among 
Negroes has in many instances 
been the starting point for 
potential home purchasers to 
“get a toehold” in better 
neighborhoods and communi- 
ties. The growth in the num- 
ber and volume of assets. of 
savings and loan associations 
owned and operated by Ne- 
groes has been somewhat star- 


tling “to say the least,” he 
stated. 
Income-wise, Snowden said. 


there has been a growing num- 
ber of Negro families in the 
nation with annual incomes of 
$5000 or more. In the last 12 
to 15 months, the proportion 
of such families has increased 
from 24 to 32 per cent of the 
non-white population.

New or little known facts 
about the pilotless bomber 
were brought out by Alison 
and other Northrop Aircraft 
executives at a briefing here 
designed to correct what they 
said was “widespread misun- 
derstanding” of the Snark’s 
mission and performance. 
They said a new electronic 
device, specially installed on 
the Snark, can trick enemy ra- 
dar into mistaking the fighter- 
size missile for the largest of 
the jet bombers Thus Snarks 
can be flown ahead of a B-52 
bomber attack as decoys to cut 
down enemy interception of 
United States strategic bomb- 


‘Big Load Carrier.’ 
A “big load carrier,” ' 
said the Snark can plunge a 
large thermo-nuclear warhead 
into enemy targets with “truly 
amazing accuracy.” 
Once it has left the ground, 
a Snark is on its own. A pre- 
set self-contained inertial guid- 
ance system directs it on a 
straight, zig-zag or looped 
course.

be “jammed” by the enemy, it 
can be called back from its 
mission if a suspected enemy 
attack turns out to be a false 
alarm.

engine B-52 heavy bomber.

NDER THE GENERALSHIP of Erie Johnston, the Eisenhower Admin- 


it an easy target in an economy campaign. 


Seldom if ever has a more impressive 
list of speakers been compiled for an all- 
day, all-evening conference to work out 
ways to create a freer flow of information 
about the 10-year-old military and eco- 
nomic aid program that started with the 
rescue of Greece from Communist aggres- 
sion. 

President Eisenhower will climax the 
non-partisan meeting with an after- 
dinner speech to about 1200 guests from 
the highest levels of Congress, the exec- 
utive branch and 100 national organiza- 
tions representing business, labor, agri- 
culture, education, churches, veterans’ 
and women. 

Former President Harry S. Truman will 
be the principal speaker at the conference 
luncheon, where he will be introduced by 
former Secretary of State Dean Acheson 


Secretary of State John Foster Dulles will | 


open the morning session and will be fol- 
lowed by Adlai E. Stevenson, the 1952 and 


1956 Democratic presidential nominee; 
Secretary of Defense Neil H. McElroy; 
CIA Director Allen W. Dulles, and three 
spokesmen for the Protestant, Catholic 


and Jewish religions.

THE BUSINESS SESSION in the after- 
noon will be addressed by Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon, who will also preside 
over a question and answer panel, assisted 
by C. Douglas Dillon, Deputy Under Sec- 
retary of State for Foreign Economic Af- 
fairs; Mansfield D. Sprague, Assistant 
Secretary of Defense; James H. Smith Jr., 
director of the International Co-operation 
Administration, and Dempster McIntosh, 
manager of the new Development Loan 
Fund, 

At this session Johnston will ask the 
guests whether they want a permanent, 
privately financed organization, with 
headquarters in Washington, to supply 
information about mutual security op- 
erations and plans. This is frank recog- 
nition that the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion has not made this information 
available to Congress, to the press and 
the national organizations that could do 
much to convince the obstructing Sen- 
ators and Representatives that a major- 
ity of the voters favor continuation of 
the foreign aid program. 


Johnston told the Post-Dispatch there 
will be free and perhaps controversial dis- 
cussion about establishing a privately fi- 
nanced information center and if the plan 
is adopted, he probably will appoint a 
panel of 12 or 15 leaders of representative 
groups to work out the details, including 
the financing. 


Private, anonymous groups are financ- 
ing the Tuesday conference. Johnston 
said he expected no difficulty in raising 
additional funds for a permanent organ- 
ization. He would not disclose the names 
of “friends” who are paying for the con- 
ference, saying they might be embar- 
rassed by the unsought publicity. Nor 
would he tell who he expected to finance 
the permanent Washington headquarters. 


Lack of adequate information from 
official sources has been responsible for 
the drastic reductions in President 
Eisenhower’s recommendations for mu- 
tual defense appropriations in the past. 


A similar reduction will be made in his 
recommendation this week for $3,942,100,- 
000 for next fiscal year unless much 
greater effort is made by the Administra- 
tion and non-partisan supporters of mutual 
security during the next three or four 
months. 


For the same reason, the Eisenhower 
Administration faces drastic amendment 
of the reciprocal trade agreements law, 
which will expire June 30, unless extend- 
ed. To save the President's recommenda- 
tion for a five-year extension with addi- 
tional authority for further reductions of 
present tariff rates over a similar period, 
the White House sent top Cabinet mem- 
bers to testify this week before the House 
Ways and Means committee where Repub- 
lican opposition to the President's recom- 
mendations is stronger than the Demo- 
cratic. 

The predicament of these two foreign 
economic recommendations can be traced 
directly to the Eisenhower Administration 
for the failure to give—even to make ac- 
cessible—the information needed by mem- 
bers of Congress and their constituents to 
show that both programs are vital to the 
security and growth of this country, the 
defense and economic well-being of our 
allies and the protection of the uncom- 
mitted countries against Communism.

FOR THE PAST five years there has

Mr. Eisenhower appointed Hollister, a

During Hollister’s two-year regime the 
prestige of the ICA dropped lower in 
Congress. This was reflected by the de- 
creased appropriations.

Many thought Mr. Eisenhower had 
a conspicuous lack of zest, in sharp 
contrast to the affable Humphrey, who 
seemed to be having the time of his 
life.

In that district Albert Quie, a Re- 
publican dairy farmer, beat Eugene 
Foley, a lawyer, by fewer than 700 
votes out of nearly 90,000 cast. This 
was the seat of the late August H. 
Andresen who invariably got majorities 
of 60 per cent or more. It had gone 
Republican since 1893. 

When this decline of 10 per cent 
in Republican strength is applied to 
congressional seats in Midwestern states 
where Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson and the drop in farm 
prices are the chief issue, the result 
is startling. It would mean the loss 
for the Republicans of 15 to 20 seats 
as follows: Three m Minnesota, four 
in Iowa, five in Kansas, two in Nebraska 
and four in Wisconsin. 

The total of 18 from those states is 
probably too high. Impartial analysts 
who have studied the results of the 
special election in Minnesota believe that 
15 is a better estimate. But they do 
not discount the consequences of the 
drop in hog prices expected in the fall 
which could further antagonize the farm 
vote. 

If the 10 per cent drop were to be 
applied to the whole country it would 
mean a Democratic gain of 120 seats. 
That obviously cannot be done since the 
farm issue has brought a very special 
disaffection. Recently in Pennsylvania 
where a special election was held to fill 
the seat of the late Representative Augus- 
tine B. Kelley there was a small shift 
in the direction of the Republicans. 

The most optimistic Democrats have 
been talking of a gain of 60 to 70 seats 
in November. Their strength in the 

House is now 233 as against 200 Repub- 
licans. After the Democratic victory in 
1934 the Republicans were reduced to 
102 seats and following Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's sweep of all but two states 
in the 1936 presidential election the num- 
ber was cut to 88. 

The memory of these frail minorities 
haunt the Republicans teday. Respon- 
sible Democrats recall that they were 
not too happy with the top-heavy ma- 
jorities of the ‘thirties since party disci- 
pline, never conspicuous, was then 
almost non-existent. 

Deep underlying currents of opinion, 
responsive to the tides of economic reces- 
sion, seem to have produced those results. 
It is possible that such a similar tide 
is running today. |

Schooled. but Stupid 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In last Sunday's Parade mag- 
azine was a report on what Sstu- 
dents think of their schools 

The students spoke of school in 
terms of learning, preparing for 
life,. being interested in certain 
subjects. But the one educator 
who was quoted reduced the en- 
tire question to its least common 
denominator, passing or flunking. 
This seems to illustrate the ac- 
cepted purpose of education—the 
accumulation of enough credits to 
justify giving a diploma, regard- 
less of the knowledge acquired. 
Consider these instances which 
actually happened in St. Louis: 

A mother went to school to sug- 
gest that her son, who had been 
ill the first two weeks of the term, 
might be given extra help in ge- 
ometry, until he understood the 
basic fundamentals which he had 
missed. The teacher replied, “He 
doesn't need extra help.. We put 
the home work on the board every 
day. All he has to do is copy it 
off and hand it in. I'll pass him.” 
So who needs geometry, except as 
a credit toward a diploma? 

A student in freshman English 
was given a standard achievement 
test: the results of the test showed 
that, in all phases of English, the 


student had the knowledge and 
skills set up as standard for a 
junior. That same student flunked 
freshman English because he 
“didn't hand in all his papers.” 
Granted that he should have 
handed in the necessary papers, 
did the only solution lie in com- 


pelling him to repeat work with 
which he was already familiar? 

A high school biology class is 
taught by the college lecture 
method—that is, “information” is 
transferred from the notebook of 
the teacher to the notebook of the 
student, without passing through 
the mind of either Pupils are 
graded, passed or flunked on the 
basis of a well-kept notebook. Do 
they know anything? Who cares? 

I realize that schools must eval- 
uate the work of. the students; I 
cannot believe that evaluation is, 
in itself, the most important work 
of the school. Perhaps the pre- 
valence of this viewpoint explains 
why we are rapidly becoming the 
most-schooled, least-educated of 
peoples. Ex-Teacher

Why Not Khrushchev? 


One of the more interesting sections of 
President Eisenhower's latest letter to Pre- 
mier Bulganin was his proposal for broaden- 
ing the range of cultural exchanges agreed 
to in January. For the most part, that agree- 
ment deals with exchanges of technicians and 
specialists. Would it not be well, the Presi- 
dent asked, “if, in addition, leaders of 
thought and influential citizens within the 
Soviet Union should come to visit the United 
States, not to acquire technical knowledge 
but rather to learn at first hand the feel- 
ing of our people toward peace and the 
working of our popular institutions as they 
affect our conduct of foreign relations?” 


It was only last summer that Marshal Zhu- 
kov, then still a powerful figure in Soviet 
councils, figured largely in discussion of just 
such an exchange. Zhukov, a wartime friend 
of Mr. Eisenhower's, certainly qualified at 
that time as a “leader of thought and influ- 
ential citizen” in the U.S.S.R. And when at 
a press conference the President remarked 
that he would be pleased to have Zhukov 
visit this country, the Soviet embassy moved 
with remarkable speed to confirm the “in- 
vitation” and arrange the visit. 

- * ° 

Secretary Dulles, however, did not approve 
of a Zhukov visit, and the Soviets were gent- 
ly let down with the word that President 
Eisenhower’s remarks were not to be taken 
literally. How much this incident damaged 
Soviet-American relations, if at al, nobody 
can say. But Khrushchev has referred to 
it bitterly as evidence of American unwill- 
ingness to meet the Russians half-way. 

At the least, it was a rash and unnecessary 
affront which permitted the Kremlin to go 
on painting this country in harsh, unfriendly 
tones. What has happened? Does Mr. Dulles, 


who must have had a large hand in prepar- 
ing the note to Bulganin, now realize that he 
made a mistake last summer? Whatever the 
explanation, the idea of visits by “leaders of 
thought and influential citizens” is worth 
developing in concrete terms. 


Spectacular results of an immediate na- 
ture need not be expected. Ceremonial tours 
of notables have their limitations in all coun- 
tries, for banquets, cocktail parties and 
crowded receptions are not the best places 
to cultivate deep understanding. But it is 
always useful for strangers with conflicting 
interests and backgrounds to get to know 
each other at least to the extent of perceiv- 
ing the absence of forked tails and horns 
on either side. 
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If the President really wants to begin, he 
need not await the signing of formal papers 
nor the arrangement of a formal exchange. 
The leaders of thought and influential citi- 
zens in the Soviet Union are easily identifi- 
able. They are the members of the Com- 
munist party presidium. The first and most 
influentialamong them is Nikita Khrushchev, 
the very gentleman whose misconceptions at 
Minsk provided the theme for much of the 
President’s letter to Bulganin. 


India survived a visit from Khrushchev 
without visible harm, and so did Britain. 
There is no good reason why Mr. Eisenhower 
should not go straight to the top and invite 
Khrushchev to visit America with as many 
influential associates as he cares to bring 
along. Let Khrushchev look over America, 
let America look him over. No one can say 
whether the result would be a relaxation of 
tension, but certainly there should be some 
gain in mutual understanding. 


Incompetence at Algoa 


Disclosures of brutality and gross mis- 
management at the Algoa Intermediate Re- 
formatory dramatically emphasize the im- 
portance of a first-rate professional staff in 
an institution of this type. Conditions at 
Algoa are staff made, pure and simple. 


The reformatory’s physical plant, built on 
the cottage plan, is generally considered to 
be attractive and pleasantly located. In op- 
eration since about 1934, it is designed to 
rehabilitate and to reform young first of- 
fenders, primarily those between the ages of 
17 and 25. 

Most unhappily, however, this good plant 
and the altruistic objectives it is designed to 
serve have been perverted by stupid and per- 
haps:even vicious direction on the spot. The 
institution’s two principal officers have re- 
signed. They are Superintendent Joseph W. 
Appleman, an ex-guard, and Security Officer 
Edward M. Jennings, a former night club 
operator. The Cole county prosecutor has 
promised to act on any law violations by 
these two officials or their subordinates. 
Missourians will hope that the prosecutor 
moves energetically to dig up evidence, for 
in the nature of things it won't come to him. 

The problem of properly staffing Algoa 
and the state’s other penal institutions, espe- 
cially at the top administrative level, is com- 
plex and not entirely a matter of salary. Out- 
side professionals in this field tend to give 
more than‘a little weight to the kind of sys- 
tem within which the institutions operate. 

The Missouri Constitution prohibits a Gov- 
ernor from succeeding himself and the law 
provides that the Director of Corrections 
shall serve at the pleasure of the Governor. 
These factors make it difficult to persuade a 
first-rate penologist to take on the Director's 
post. This in turn is reflected throughout 
the penal system. Trained professionals do 
not compete for the principal merit system 
jobs of running the institutions. Money 
poured into the Department of Corrections 
tends to be spent on custody and discipline 
rather than rehabilitation training. Certain- 
ly this is borne out by the disclosures of Su- 
perintendent Appleman’s administration. 

The staff situation at the reformatory is 
especially pertinent in light of plans for the 
new $20,000,000 medium security peniten- 
liary. Without a trained staff following an 
intelligent program, the medium security in- 
Stitution can be expected to degenerate into 
merely another brutal school for crime. 


Booming Along Backwards 


Detroit dispatches on lay-offs in the auto 
industry have something in common with 
military communiques issued during retreats. 
It is all a question of putting the best foot 
backward. 

For example, the lay-off of 14,000 workers 
at one plant is termed an “adjustment of 
production schedules.” Anyone who remem- 
bers the wartime communiques will be re- 
minded of adjustments in the front. 

But a statement about “stepping up pro- 
duction cut-backs” tops the best euphemisms 
we have seen for making progress in reverse. 
Note that the rhetorical emphasis is on the 
step-up, in the most optimistic manner. What 
is being increased so headily, however, is a 
cut-back. 

Detroit has answered President Eisen- 
hower’s repeated calls for confidence with 
resounding phrases. Unfortunately, they all 
add up to unemployment. 


As a Man Speaketh 


Peter Ustinov, author and star of the suc- 
cessful musical “Romanoff and Juliet,” may 
have contributed to the arts of conversation 
on Jack Paar’s television program the other 
evening. Mr. Paar handed Mr. Ustinov an 
opening gambit in the form of small-talk. Mr. 
Ustinov responded by saying that while Mr. 
Paar had been kind enough to say he was a 
good conversationalist, he was no good what- 
ever at that sort of thing. So he proceeded 
to respond conversationally in his own me- 
tier, which defies elassification otherwise 
than as Ustinovian. 

Only a few hours before, Carl Reiner the 
comedian had shown up at almost a total 
loss in the attempt to converse with Dave 
Garroway on the latter’s chosen ground of 
Vagrant musing. It would seem to be usually 
so on the field of staged impromptu talk in 
virtually all cases other than Groucho Marx. 
Perhaps it would be preferable for guest con- 
versationalists rather generally to adopt Mr. 
Ustinov's tactic, simply explaining that “I 
talk best in the medium of the broad spoof,” 


or “wistful romanticism,” or “vapid generali- 
ties,” as the case may be, and then go on 
firmly from there. 


The hitch is that instead of conversation, 
whose very genius is its permissive quality, 
fragile in the extreme, what emerges looks 
to be more in the nature of.a mandatory 
monologue. Mr. Ustinov did not resolve this 
peril, and neither has our subsequent thought 
upon the matter done so. Presumably it must 
be accepted with resignation as a fact that 
a hospitable climate for saying something 
well is hard to come by, any day, or any 
evening. 


Little Rock’s Retreat 


In asking the federal courts to suspend 
racial integration at Central High School, the 
Little Rock school board has succumbed to 
pressure from rabid segregationists. 


Two months ago a federal appeals court 
allowed the Dallas, Tex., schools more time 
for integration. Encouraged by that decision, 
the Capital Citizens Council in Little Rock 
demanded that the school board try again to 
win a court delay. The Council’s attorney 
threatened that if the board would not act, 
he would. 

So the board has returned to the federal 
court where it was rebuffed before. It points 
to abnormal conditions in Central High, and 
terms itself “the victim of extraordinary op- 
position on the part of the State Government 
and apathy on the part of the Federal 
Government.” ; 


There are three potential answers to this 
petition: One is that recent student incidents 
in Central High call, not for a return to seg- 
regation, but for a return to discipline. 


A second is that Little Rock is not Dallas. 
Where Dallas gained delay in planning inte- 
gration, Little Rock seeks to abandon inte- 
gration already under way because of defi- 
ance of the national law. Little Rock’s appeal 
is weaker, too, because a half-dozen other 
Arkansas communities are integrating as 
peaceably as Little Rock had expected to do 
before Gov. Faubus intervened. 


Finally, while the Little Rock school board's 
position is awkward, that position will cer- 
tainly not be strengthened by an attempt to 
retreat from a sound stand, from court or- 
ders and from the law of the land. In at- 
tempting to back off, the board is likely to 
get from the federal court the same answer 
that it got in the past: namely, to continue 
integration. 


The Fish of Nez Perce 


Senator Neuberger’s proposal to give fish 
and wildlife the same consideration as navi- 
gation in the design and construction of dams 
is such elementary good sense that many 
Americans may be mortified to learn it has 
not been done already. Like many others in 
the Pacific Northwest, the junior Senator 
from Oregon has been disturbed by the Fed- 
eral Power Commission’s recent decision that 
a high dam at the Nez Perce site on the 
Snake river would be preferable to lower 
dams at the Mountain Sheep and Pleasant 
Valley sites. 

One reason for this concern is that a high 
dam at Nez Perce would be a barrier to the 
runs of chinook salmon and sea-going rain- 
bow trout from the Salmon, Imnaha and up- 
per Snake rivers, their principal spawning 
grounds. The FPC in its decision declared 
that practical means are at hand for divert- 
ing migratory fish around dams, but Senator 
Neuberger asserts categorically that this is 
not a fact. He cites Canada’s Minister of 
Fisheries, J. Angus MacLean, as saying that 
this desirable solution may one day be found 
but there is “little likelihood” of its being 
achieved “in the near future.” 

For many years federal law has required 
that before the FPC can pass judgment on a 
project affecting navigation, it must consult 
the Corps of Engineers of the United States 
Army. Senator Neuberger proposes to give 
the same status to the Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice of the Department of Interior. It is not 
true conservation to develop one natural re- 
source at the price of wasting another. Sen- 
ator Neuberger’s amendment is essential to 
a balanced administration of the great re- 
sources in America’s running streams. 
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Florida's Democratic national committee- 
man offered it as a joke when he said he 
was a cheap politician because his consti- 
tuents could not afford an expensive one. 
But as citizens and taxpayers find out every 
time the revelations start, it’s the cheapest 
politicians that cost them the most in the 
long run.

On Our Waterfront, a Gateway 


The Past Waits for the Future and the Arch

One of the major sights in St. 
Louis is often overlooked by tour- 
ists: its waterfront, to which it owes 
its founding and development. 


Yet much has been done that grad- 
ually is attracting more visitor atten- 
tion. Some 20 years ago an area of 
approximately 40 city blocks front- 
ing on the Mississippi was set aside 
as a historic site and called the Jef- 
ferson National Expansion Memorial.

enterprise of the 
city and the Na- 
tional Park Serv- 
ice, plans are go- 
ing forward for 
the completion of the memorial 
whose chief feature, as proposed by 
the architect, Eero Saarinen, will be 
a 550-foot metal arch which will 
symbolize the “Gateway to the 
West.” From the height of this arch, 
visitors will look out over the ex- 
panse of the river and the city, to 
appreciate the function of both in 
the westward expansion of our 
country. 


At present three venerable land- 
marks are embraced by the memorial 
area. These are the Lisa Warehouse, 
the Old Cathedral, and the Old 
Courthouse. They are easily acces- 
sible, either on foot or by car. Mo- 
torists crossing the Mississippi from 
the east will be able to see the build- 
ings from the MacArthur bridge. 

Drive right onto the sloping levee 
and park your car, but don't trip 
over those great iron rings sunk in 
concrete between the Belgian blocks 
of which the levee is built. River- 
boats, sidewheelers and sternwheel- 
ers whose cargoes helped to make 
St. Louis a commercial metropolis 
were once moored to those rings. At 
least two river craft, perennial sights 
on the waterfront, are still 
moored to them: the Goldenrod, a

showboat staging melodramas, and, 
a few hundred feet upstream, the 


Admiral, an immense excursion 
steamer that dwarfs every other 
vessel on the river—and is itself 
dwarfed by the towering arches of 
Eads bridge. 

Now stroll past the St. Louis Yacht 
Harbor where the levee is perhaps 
300 feet wide. That two-story build- 
ing standing alone above the levee 
is the reconstructed Lisa Warehouse 
—the oldest remaining structure of 
the early town. It was erected in 
1818 (the year after the first steam- 
boat called at St. Louis) by Manuel 
Lisa who needed a warehouse to 
store his furs. 

For a long time St. Louis was the 
fur-trading center of the West. Dur- 
ing the 1840s a sailmaker used the 
building for the manufacture of 
wagon covers and tents. It was near 
this spot, on the same high ledge. 
that Pierre Laclede built his hut in 
the spring of 1764—the year the city 
was born. 

The small brick structure at the 
foot of Market street is the old St. 
Louis Harbor Office (1898) marking 
the spot where the Lewis and Clark 
Expedition landed on . 23. 1806. 
A wooden gauge to the 


front of the building shows the high 
points the river reached at flood 
times—its highest mark, 41 feet five 
inches, attained on June 27, 1844. 
The néxt highest, on July 2, 1947, 
was only 14 inches lower. 

If you walk up Market street to- 
ward the city and turn left at the 
new eight-lane Memorial drive, you 
will see the first cathedral church 
completed west of the Mississippi 
river (1834). Like the Lisa Ware- 
house, it is constructed principally 
of white limestone. Its distinguished 
architectural features are tall Ro- 
man-arched windows, a Doric facade 
of pale yellow stone, and a square 
stone tower surmounted by a taper- 
ing steeple and a golden cross. 

Now the Church of St. Louis of 
France, it reminds us that less than 
200 years ago this city of over a 
million population was a tiny French 
colony named after a sainted Gallic 
king, Louis IX. 


Certainly the most stately struc- 
ture is the Old Courthouse on 
Fourth street between Market and 
Chestnut. Its splendid dome and 
gold cupola rise as high as the com- 
mercial buildings by which it is 
framed. Its cornerstone was laid in 
1839, but the building was not com- 
pleted until 1864. 


It served—first St. Louis county, 
then the city—for more than a cen- 
tury, and is best known as the place 
where the famous Dred Scott case 
was initiated In 1847. Now a mu- 
seum and headquarters of the Jeffer- 


son National Expansion Memorial, it 
is being restored by the Park Serv- 
ice to its appearance as of 1870. 

A walk through the Old Court- 
house increases one’s appreciation of 
the hardy souls who extended this 
nation across the continent. An Eng- 
lish map of 1720 shows only “Vil- 
lages of ve lIlinese and Caskoukia” 
at the confluence of the Mississippi 
and Missouri rivers, where St. Louis 
now stands, Dioramas highlight the 


Louisiana Purchase and 
ward movement. 


The skyline of the city cannot 


the west- 


eclipse the impressions made by 
these monuments of the past 

Like those great mooring rings in 
the levee, like the spacious water- 
front and the broad river itself, they 
afford an appreciation of the efforts 
of the pioneers and city builders 
who once stood on the west bank of 
the Mississippi and faced with 
courage and hope the unknown that 
was the Louisiana Purchase.

IN “THE CONSCIENCE OF 
THE RIC RA” the British novelist C. P. 
Snow has presented a full dress study 
of a highly placed Jewish family in the 
days of its decline. This family, the 
Marches, belongs to an enclosed society 
and has managed to preserve its. re- 
ligious and cultural identity for 200 
years even though it has been well rep- 
resented, the while, in the upper ranks 
of British politics and finance. Family 
pride is therefore a moving force in 
Mr. Snow’s novel and he has managed 
to indicate its sources, pointedly but 
indirectly, while building up his char- 
acters and describing their activities. 


Without this richness of background 
the story would lose much of its 
warmth. But without its strongly indi- 
vidualized characters it would be little 
more than a sociological document. Hav- 
ing both elements it is always engaging 
and often fascinating. 


Leonard March has retired from ac- 
tive affairs at an early age when the 
family banking firm which no longer 
commanded the huge capital necessary 
for important operations, was liquidat- 
ed. Preserving family solidarity is now 
his only vocation but it seems quite 
enough for a mah who enjoys so thor- 
oughly the procedures of holiday cele- 
brations and the operations of his Lon- 
don and country houses. Birthday par- 
ties at the Marches are like theatrical 
productions. None of the affairs of his 
many sisters, brothers, cousins, nieces 
and nephews—not to mention his sons 
and daughters—are too insignificant to 
escape his monitorial zeal 
EVEN SO HE is saddened by the 
realization that the Marches: are no 
longer what they used to be.

Story Without a Moral 


MISS HOWARD AND THE EMPEROR, by Simone Andre

A REAL-LIFE CAMILLE who was mistress of an 
Emperor of France! That's what happened to a beautiful 
English girl back in those free-living, free-loving 1800's. 

Born to a Brighton shoemaker, Elizabeth Ann won a 
great name and a great fortune by being a bad, bad girl. 
There's something for the moralists to figure out. For 
Elizabeth Ann made millions by being kept by one man 
whom she then deserted for a penniless prince in exile—who 
promptly became Napoleon III! 

Talk about your fairy-tales, this biography by the bril- 
liant wife of French writer Andre Maurois takes the cake. 
Little Bess was stage-struck by the time she came to her 
teens. So she ran away to London at 15 with Jem Mason. 
the Grand National winner of 1839. She lost her virtue and 
began her profession, both off and on stage, without delay. 
Although lovely enough to turn every man’s head, she didn’t 
find fame in the theater. But she attracted young and hand- 
some Major Martin who had left the army when he in- 
herited a fabulous estate. And by 18 she was installed 
as the major’s mistress, Mason cast off with a shrug of her 
sensuous creamy shoulders. 


THE GENEROUS MAJOR gave his fancy girl a 
tremendous estate in her own right and an infant son. 
Elizabeth Ann accepted the diamonds as her just due; the 
baby she pawned off as the son of her mother! It was June 
of 1846 when Elizabeth Ann, at 23, met Louis Napoleon 
Bonaparte, grandson of the Eagle of France but now only a 
refugee. What did they see in each other? 

“Imagine a little man, four and a half feet high, ugly 
and vulgar, with huge moustaches and pigs’ eyes.” 

That was the way the royal dwarf looked to another 
French emigre at the time. But rank and royalty have their 
own appeal to impressionable feminine hearts, even the 
fickle heart of a girl who lived by her beauty. 

She was “an exquisite apparition, full of grace... the 
head of an antique cameo placed upon a superb body.” 
This, the mingled tribute of a French cavalier and an 
English lord. 

In any case it was passion for them both, a liaison that 
lasted the rest of Elizabeth Ann’s lifetime. The English 
major recognized the rights of superior rank and gracefully 
withdrew, letting his girl keep the prince for two years in 
London, both of them living on his money. And when in 
1848 the Bourbons took a second tumble from the throne, 
Elizabeth Ann went with her prince back to Paris where 
he first became president of the new Second Republic, his 
campaign financed by her millions, and then emperor. 


THE REWARDS OF DEVOTION for such a mistress 
worked out in the usual way. Napoleon II decided he needed 
an heir, an imperial heir, and Eugenie, a beauty, too, a 
blond. bewitching Spanish iceberg, was chosen to provide it. 
So, keeping him at arm’s length (that did it!) till she became 
Empress, Eugenie gave a name to fashion and inherited the 
royal arms. Elizabeth Ann found the competition hard to 
take and finally retired thoughtfully to the magnificent 
country chateau Napoleon gave her. 

There, after briefly taking to herself a titular husband 
by name of Trelawney, she lived in solitude, finally dying 
of cancer at 41, 

Gold-digger or Camille? Like her contemporary, the 
famed Paris courtesan who lives forever in book and opera, 
Elizabeth Ann fled the world for her true love. As with 
Camille, Elizabeth Ann was willing, happv, to keep that love 
with her own hard-won cash.

Success With Delinquents 


THE HIGHFIELDS STORY, by Lloyd W. McCorkle, Albert

ATHIGHFIELDS, THE FORMERLINDBERGH 
home at Hopewell, N.J., an experiment in the rehabilitation 
of juvenile delinquents by new methods, mainly group ther- 
apy, was undertaken in 1950. After five years, a study of 
the records of graduates, compared with those of graduates 
of a conventional reformatory, indicated that the experiment 
has been remarkably successful. This book, compiled and 
written by three of the men closely associated with the 
project, reports the results of that study and explains the 

philosophy and methods used. 

Boys sent to Highfields are selected from those between 
15 and 18 years old who are brought into court with records 
of delinquency. The principal method of treatment, called 
“guided group interaction” at Highfields, was first developed 
in the Army, and life at Highfields sounds a great deal more 
like life in the barracks than it does like life in an 
institution. 

The boys’ own language, samples of which are candidly 
reproduced in the book, resembles the talk we are used to 
finding in books about military life rather than in correc- 
tional or educational institutions. And while the talk of 
the Private Pruitts and their buddies usually seems tolerable 
and often diverting, the same sort of talk from an incarce- 
rated delinquent is likely to seem like gross impertinence 
to the reader in his role of a representative of the flouted 
social order 
THE FACT ISTHAT AT HIGHFIELDS there are 
no more restrictions on such strictly personal habits than 
there are in the Army. All the boys work every day, mostly 
in the fields adjoining a nearby state institution, but there 
is no planned recreation and no supervised study. 

Group therapy sessions are held every evening for an 
hour and a half. For these the 20 or so residents divide 
into two groups another’s “problems,” 
under the unobtrusive guidance of a staff-member. Each 
member can gain status within his therapy group only by 
demonstrating that he is showing “progress” in under- 
standing his own “problem” and by “changing.” 

Sociological and psychological techniques are used but 
the boys are not taught the terminology. To one another 
they remain “hard guys,” “tough guys,” “hipsters” etc.—in- 
stead of anti-social, aggressive, over-compensatory and the 
like—until they “change.” This is probably all to the good, 
except that the socio-psychological terms would probably be- 
come more quickly unendurable to those being endlessly 
analyzed by their peers so that they would “change” in 
desperation even sooner than they are doing now. 
VERBATIM ACCOUNTS of some of the group 
sessions indicate that the boys can become very objective 
about their own and others’ problems—also that an introvert 
would either change types pretty fast or be out of luck. 

What happens, apparently, to the successful Highfields 
resident is that he becomes’ completely other-directed—and 
this seems to be exactly what an anti-social type needs to do. 

Considering the excellence of the results, perhaps we 
should overlook the disturbing similarity of the methods to 
the notorious “self-criticism” technique said to be so ef- 
fective in Russian political gatherings.

—a Wagner Revisited 


His Failures and Triumphs 


By MANUS SASONKIN 


RICHARD WAGNER composed three operas in the 
accepted Italian tradition, then gave it up in disgust. Im- 
patient with the artificialities of the grand operas of his 
contemporaries, he began to seek a new medium of dramatic 
expression. He did not find it immediately. If “Die Feen” 
(“The Fairies’), “Das Liebesverbot” (“The Ban on Love’’), 
and “Rienzi” are full-fledged operas, and if “Lohengrin” is 
to be regarded as Wagner's first true music-drama,. then 
the intervening “Fliegender Hollander” (“Flying Dutchman’) 
and “Tannhauser” can be explained only as transitional works. 
Wagner's most striking departure from the operatic 
status-quo is his abandonment of internal sectionalism—the 
parade of arias, cavatinas and ensembles, punctuated by 
recitatives—and his replacement of these elements by a 
continuous musical fabric, broken only at the end of an 
act or a scene. The purpose of this innovation was twofold: 
to unify the musical structure; and to allow greater musical 
flexibility with regard to the text. Wagner had, in effect, 
revolted—and successfully—against the dramatic illogic of 
the aria de capo, that quaint musical sandwich, in which 
two identical (or nearly identical) sections enclose a contrast- 
ing episode, and which had constituted the bulwark of 
Operatic composition prior to Wagner. 
UNLIKE MOST OPERA COMPOSERS of his time, 
Wagner was a dramatist. Conceiving opera as realistic 
drama to which music had been added (as opposed to his 
contemporaries, who regarded opera as singing, with words 
present as a necessary evil), he was unable to reconcile the 
forward movement of drama with the arbitrary formalism 
of the aria da capo. Similarly, he found himself unable 
to accept the dramatic truth of four or five people singing 
at the same time.

Classical Records 


AS RUSSIAN ARTISTS have 
no standing contracts with recording 
companies in the Western nations their 
services are the object of lively compet- 
itivé bidding. In consequence their 
records appear under many labels and 
more frequently, perhaps, than if they 
were controlled by one company. Four 
different records made by Leonid Kog- 
an, who will play in St. Louis on March 
2. have been released within recent 
weeks. The latest, a collaboration with 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra under 
Pierre Monteux, was recorded just last 
month following Kogan’s American 
debut. 

This record contains the Khachaturian 
Violin Concerto and the Saint-Saens 
“Havanaise.” Neither is a challenge to 
the intellect but they make exacting 
technical demands and permit a certain 
latitude of finesse and exuberance. 
Kogan shows clearly enough that he is 
a complete artist. ‘(RCA-Victor, One 
12-inch LP.) 


THE PAGANINI CONCERTO 
No. 1 in D Major is more appealing if 
only because of its Mediterranean 
warmth and Kogan plays it in a way 


that discloses its every quality. As a 
matter of fact it sounds better than it 
really is—or better, at least, than it 


usually seems. Its bravura elements are 
tossed off with a maximum clarity and 
brilliance but what gives the perform 
ance a really memorable cachet is the 
catilena — the songlike fluency, ele- 
gance and tapered phrasing—of the 
purely melodic passages. Kogan, like 
Kreisler, produces the lyric cry. He is 
associated in this performance with the 
Paris Conservatoire Orchestra under 
Charles Bruck. The second side is 
pieced out with the Paganini “Cantabile 
in D Major” with piano accompaniment 
by Andrei Mitnik. (Angel, One 12-inch 
LP.) 


IN THE TSCHAIKOVSKY con- 
certo Kogan is a little more athletic 
and less disposed toward poignant 
expressiveness than usual. The siow 
movement, however, is delivered sensi- 
tively. The Paris Conservatoire Orches- 
tra, this time under Andre Vandervoot, 
is again involved. The accompaniment 
is fresh and vital but not well syn- 
chronized with the soloist in the last 
movement. In my opinion the Vivaldi 
Concerto in G Minor, which Kogan will 
play in St. Louis, is more rewarding 
than Tschaikovsky. The tonal beauty is 
quite extraordinary combined, as it is, 
with a depth of feeling that suggests 
the closest possible engagement with 
the music. (Angel, One 12-inch LP.) 
The sound reproduction on both the 
Angel records is about as good as you 
will hear these days.

This does not ex- 
plain the uninspired siaging of Messrs 
Siepi and Bastiani and the forced 
sound of del Monaco’s tenor voice. 
it is not one of the best Italian operas, 
in any case, and its libretto is ridiculous 
even for opera.

SUSAN REED, the American bal- 
lad singer, has again recorded a number 
of “Old Airs” of English, Irish and 
Scotch origin.

ANOTHER GROUP of German 
University Songs similar to those re- 
cently reviewed in this column are de- 
scribed in the subtitle on the record 
sleeve as songs of “wenching, wining 
and other irreverent pastimes.” They 
are not so ribald as all that but they 
are jolly enough and their performances 
by the baritone, Erich Kuntz, the Male 
Chorus and Orchestra of the Vienna 
Opera have an appropriate fervor.

P)wicers by scouts as one 

of the best prospects in 
the minor leagues last year, 
was in the batting cage try- 
ing to do what Coach Stan- 
ley Hack was telling him to 
do.. Carmel has unusual bat- 
ting potential. He has a 
swing that reminds you of 
Ted Williams and many of 
the Splinter’s mannerisms. 
But he has a bad batting 
fault. He uppercuts at the 
ball. 

“It’s not only that,” Hack 
said, after Carmel had fin- 
ished his turn at bat. “He 
has a hitch. He lowers his 
hands, holding the bat, and 
when the pitch is high he’s 
helpless.” 


What are the chances of 
teaching a hitter to over- 
come a habit like that? 

“He can correct it if he 
listens, understands and 
keeps trying,” was Hack’'s 
reply. “But it takes a lot of 
work. You can't correct a 


thing like that in an hour, 
or a day or a month. You 
have to keep working at it. 
Take that turn at bat, for 
instance. I told him before 
every swing. He swung ten 
times and did the right thing 
only once. But I believe he 
knows what he’s doing wrong 
and that’s part of the battle.” 

Another fault Carmel has 
is a common one among 
ballplayers. He’s trying too 
hard to knock the ball out 
of the park on every swing. 

“That would be fine if you 
could do it,” Hack admitted 
with his characteristic grin. 
“But nobody has ever done 
it. The idea is to try to meet 
the ball with good wood, with 
a flat swing, so you've got as 
much wood as possible that 
the ball can meet. I had a 
roommate on the Cubs, Clyde 
McCullough. He developed a 
hitch and it handicapped him 
a lot. One day he hit a line 
drive into the right field 
seats at Wrigley Field. And 
I mean a line drive, low, a 
clothesline all the way. He 
was tickled to death when 
he came back to the dugout. 
He said ‘Buddy, I think I’ve 
got it whipped. I went up 
there just to hit a single.’ 
But the next time Mac went 
up there he still had the 
hitch.” 


First, the Diagnosis, 
Then Lots of Practice. 


HE conversation turned 
T pitching and Al Hol- 
lingsworth was asked if 

there was a formula for help- 
ing the young hurlers, or if 
each was an individual case. 

“You have to take each 
one as an individual,” Al 
replied. “For instance, I’m 
trying to get young George 
Donohve to throw side-armed. 
I believe he gets more on 
the ball that way. Another 
man may do better with 
over-hand or a three-quarters 
delivery. 

“But there's one funda- 
mental for pitchers and hit- 
ters. That has to do with 
shifting the weight from the 
back to the front foot at just 
the right instant. It’s timing. 
You can’t pitch without it 
and you can’t hit with au- 
thority without it. It’s get- 
ting your body into it.” 

Young Mel Nelson had 
been described as “throwing 
like an outfielder,” as he 
tried to convert from out- 
fielding to pitching. 

“That's exactly it,” Hol- 
lingsworth said. “That's what 
he has to learn, to pivot, to 
shift weight, so he'll be get- 
ting his body into the pitch. 
That’s another case of hav- 
ing to work at it. Nelson's 
been trying hard, but you 
can't learn that in an hour 
or a week.” 

Sometimes, however, an 
idea sinks in suddenly in 
the case of a pitcher. Young 
Don Choate, a righthander 
from East St. Louis, had 
been listening to the coaches 
talk about how to throw a 
curve, how to snap the wrist,

In 1957,

Some teachers complained 
about authorities failing to 
crack down on teen-aged gang 
members who parade about 
the schools in bright silk jack- 
ets, embroidered with a gang 
name and emblem, making life 
miserable for non-members. 


“Sometimes I think the only 
thing they ever got out of my 
class,” said a Queens county 
history teacher, “was the name 
of their gang. They called it 
the Ostrogoths. We spent a lot 
of time on the Romans that 
year.” 

Almost every teacher Inter- 
viewed cited cases of equip- 
ment stolen or wantonly 
smashed, of finding obscene 
drawings on the blackboard or 
concealed in a pulldown map, 
of lighted cigarettes dropped 
into the vent of a locker or 
stuffed in a roll of toilet tissue 
to make a smoke bomb, of fire- 
crackers tossed down a stair 
well, of pencil marks and knife 
cuts down the length of a cor- 
ridor or dirty notes passed to 
girls and sometimes by girls, 
of teen-aged extortioners shak- 
ing down younger pupils for 
their lunch money. 


“Some of these things may 
just be pranks,” admitted a scl- 
ence teacher, “but let them go 
unpunished day after day and 
see how funny it gets.”

clals worked out a crash pro- 
gram to accelerate the build- 
ing of more special schools and 
reform schools to handle the 
rowdy element 


There was talk at the State 
Legislature in Albany of lower- 
ing the compulsory school at- 
tendance age to 15 or even 14, 
which Harriman opposes, and 
of rewriting the state educa- 
tion act to expel immoral, in- 
subordinate and _ chronically 
disruptive students. 

Teachers for the most part 
kept silent about these Various 
plans but most of those inter- 
viewed shared the determina- 
tion of teacher George Ehrlich 
of Long Island City high school 
that Principal Goldfarb need 
not have died in vain. 

Wrote Ehrlich in a moving 
letter to a New York news- 
paper: 

“We have pledged our ef- 
forts toward a fitting memorial

One woman 
thought it was good for chil- 
dren to dress up and mingle 
with their elders at parties. 
Another encouraged her teen- 
age son to “buttle,” serving 
drinks of his own mixing. Still 
another encouraged her 4-year- 
old daughter to sit in on par- 
ties. drinking her own Marilyn 
Monroe cocktail (ginger ale and 
cherry). Then some are middle- 
of-the-roaders, believing it's 
all right for children to sit in 
on adult parties involving rel- 
atives.

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Gangster Dutch Schultz Decided to "Get" Vigorous Prosecuior and This Led to His Own Murder

EARLY IN 1935, a Manhat- 
tan grand jury was investigat- 
ing the numbers racket in New 
York, when some shenanigans 
began to take place 


An assistant District Attor- 
ney had been presenting the 
evidence—and doing an excel- 
lent job that was rapidly near- 
ing indictments against “impor- 
tant” people. Suddenly the as- 
Sistant D.A. was called off the 
case. In his place, the District 
Attorney, personally, appeared. 
At once the investigation be- 
gan to sag badly. The District 
Attorney then was William C. 


Dodge. Later. it was to be re- 
vealed that Dodge's election 
campaign had enjoyed contri- 


butions of some $30.000 from 
Dutch Schultz's organization 


The grand jury took the bit 
in its teeth. It demanded re- 
moval of the District Attorney 
from the investigation on the 
ground that he was not supply- 
ing the evidence it wanted. It 
demanded that Dodge be super- 
seded by a special prosecutor 
who would really dig into the 
rackets. The suggestion was 
made that the appointment go 
to a young lawyer named 
Thomas E. Dewey, who had 
compiled a hard-hitting record 
in the Federal Attorney's of- 
fice. Immediately there were 
indications that Dewey would 
not be welcomed in certain 
quarters. The newspapers, how- 
ever, picked up the jury’s de- 
mands, and Gov. Herbert Leh- 
man designated Dewey, in a 
wide-sweeping mandate, to 
delve into the rackets in New 
York City.

There is probably nothing 
more exhilarating than a stout 
boat under you, a powerful 
motor behind you, and a wide 
expanse of lake or stream be-

as much outdoor recreation for 
an entire family, regardless of 
ages, as a safe boat and strong 
motor, and by using a little 
common sense in the opera- 
tion of the equipment, as you 
do an automobile. an after- 
noon of motor boating can be 
considerably safer for the fam- 
ily than an afternoon of riding 
on a crowded highway in the 
family car. 

While I am no authority on 
the subject, my several years’ 
experience as an owner of a 
boat for family recreational 
purposes may hold something 
of interest to those who plan 
to become owners. 

Just Don’t Try. 

The first startling conclu- 
sion of the boating layman will 
be that in the retail field of 
boats, motors and accessories, 
the sky is the limit. It will 
quickly become obvious that it 
doesn't take much effort to 
wind up with as much invested 
in motor boating equipment as 
you have in the °57 or ‘58 
model family jitney. The first 
mistake not to make is to try 
to “keep up with the Jones's” 
in family boat ownership.

4. Don't ski at night. This 
practice is dangerous and il- 
legal in many states.

6. Throw the tow bar clear 
when you fall. Stay with the 
skis which can help you keep 
afloat if necessary.

to get the maximum out of his 
rig: what size motor for what 
type boat? 


Each hull design produces 
different performance charac- 


| teristies, but in the broad gen- 


eral sense, boats fall into two 
categories: planning and dis- 


placement craft. The displace- 


ment craft changes very little 
with the increase of speed, 
while the planing craft tends 
to rise from the water ag the 
speed increases. 

While any reliable outboard 
dealer can advise the boatman 
on the proper motor and boat 
combination, Harry Ewald, 
chief engineer of Evinrude Mo- 


tors, Milwaukee, has designed 


a selector chart to aid the boat- 
man in choosing the correct 
size motor for his boat. 

The illustrated chart covers 
aoa ix major categories of 
yard craft, recommending 
the proper motor for each. 

A three to five hp. motor 
is recommended for the flat or 
round bottom pram ranging in 
length from six to ten feet. A 
three to 10 hp. motor is rec- 
ommended for a flat bottom 
rowboat 10 to 14 feet in length. 
For the 14 to 16 foot utility 
boat, an 18 to 35 hp. outboard 
is recommended, depending on 
the beam of the craft. Run- 
abouts in the 14 to 16 foot class 
operate best with 18 to 35 hp. 
outboards, while 35 or 50 hp. 
motors are recommended for 
cruisers in the 18-22 foot class. 
The 35 and 50 hp. motors are 
recommended by Ewald for 
houseboats up to 30: feet.

['wenty vears ago, it was said that one 
third of America’s people were _ ill-fed. 
Since then, there has been a tremendous 
change in nutrition. We have become a 
people rich in easily available good food. 
(nd still most people worry about what to 
eat, when to eat, how to eat and how much 
to eat. 

When it comes to food, Americans are 
confused needlessly confused and even 
sometimes dangerously confused. Nutri 
tion has to do simply with a balanced diet 
for health’s and enjovment’s sake. Yet 
\mericans often decide what to eat not on 
the basis of what they like or what's good 
for them, but on the basis of attitudes hav 
ing little to do with food. .

The Housewives’ Dilemma

[hey are not so hard to understand when 
we vo back into history. America’s atti 
tudes toward food have remained the 
same, while our actual food situation has 
shifted from too little and too poor in 
quality to adequate supplies. 

From our New England ancestors we've 
inherited a grim attitude toward food: if 
you eat enough food that is good for you, 
but doesn't taste good, then you can eat 
a little of the food that tastes good, but is 
not good for vou. Much of this attituck 
lingers on: things that taste good, really 
good, are. suspect. 

In the Southeast a different attitude 
prevailed. A person could say, “I don't 
like onions” or “onions don't like me,” 
and the loving mother and wife would 
listen. It was considered bad form to force 
people to eat food with which they were 
not on good terms. 

California and parts of the Southwest 
presented a third picture. Vegetables and 
salads and brown bread became accepted 
by people who had moved from the East 
and wanted to enjoy the food and climate 
of a land of sunshine. 

[hen immigrants brought with them 
their own national attitudes towards food 
Swiss children were made to eat a little of 
everything, to be good citizens. German 
children had to finish evervthing on their 
plates or expect the leftovers back again 
and again. French children were over 
stuffed and then required to learn mod 
eration, on which enjovment of food was 
believed to depend. Italian children were 
lovingly urged to eat and eat and be strong. 

Finally, appetizing pictures of food, 
viowing with color and desc ribed in col 
orful terms like crispy, golden; bright red, 
have had a great influence also. Men and 
children wanted the kind of food they saw 
in pictures; women served food that 
looked like the pictures. People came to 
trust their eves as much as their sense of 
taste.

\s Dr. Margaret Mead points out on page 6, the U.S. 
is a land where food is plentiful and yet Americans 
have astonishing eating problems. One family in three, 
for instance, fails to get the right amount of calcium. 
One in four is short of vitamin C. One in six doesn't 
vet enough vitamin A. 

What causes these deficits in diet? Not shortages 
of tood, in a land of bumper crops. Not shortages of 
funds, in a land as rich as ours. The main reason is a 
shortage of information in spite of millions of 
words published annually about food. 

Many Americans simply don't know what to eat. 
Some are slaves to outdated ideas about food left over 
from history. Others cling to misguided beliefs which 
have no basis in science. Some skip from fad to fad 
Most, perhaps, are just plain confused. 

What are the facts about the food you eat? Authori 
ties at the National Food Conference, meeting tomor 
row in Washington, will try to spell them out. Here, 
in advance, are the basics suggested to PARADE by nu 
trition experts. They outline the fundamentals of diet 
and set the record straight about food fads. Taken 
together, they add up to 55 important facts about food 
every American should know. 


“HARMFUL” FOODS — Do they really injvre your 
health? This is how experts answer: 


|) Mixing starches, proteins and fats at the same 
meal is not harmful. In fact, it is practically impossible 
to avoid doing this in a well-balanced meal 


2) There is no sound evidence that eves, butter and 


milk cause hardening of the arteries or heart trouble. 


4) White bread is not harmful to the body. Many 
white breads are enriched with milk nutrients. 


4) Salt is not fattening. It serves merely to retain 
fluids in the body. And iodized salt is vital in prevent 


ine voiter, a disease of the thyroid gland. 


>) There is no universally accepted evidence that 
chemicals used in processed foods are harmful. These 
chemicals still are under careful study.

“HEALTH” FOODS — Are they really more valuable 
than other foods? Here's what experts say: 


6) Yoghurt is nutritionally as valuable as the milk 
from which it was made. 


[he “magic” attributed to blackstrap molasses is 
unfounded. Nutritionally, it is no more valuable than 


diluted sugar sirup. 


8) Sovbeans are a good source of protein, but the 
idea that they have special life-giving properties is 
not accepted 


9) Vegetable juices contain no more nutrients than 


the vegetables from which they were taken. 


10) Nutritionally, honey is equal to ordinary refined 
sugar, but no available evidence indicates it is better. 


FOOD IN OTHER FORMS — Are our soils depleted? What 
damage is done by fertilizing, processing, freezing, 
cooking? The experts tell you: 


11) Overall, U.S. soils do not vield second-rate food 
Soils varv, and Americans eat foods grown in man\ 
areas thus benefiting from “trace clements,” o1 


minerals, which occur in those areas. 


12) Chemical fertilizers and insecticides, when used 
scientifically, produce foods fully as nutritious as thos 
produced by so-called “organic” fertilizers. 


13) Frozen foods have essentially the same nutri 
tional value as fresh foods. 


14) In canning, the vitamin content of food is pre 
served to a large extent. 


15) Canned citrus juices are likely to have more uni 
form vitamin-C content than fresh citrus fruits. Thats 
because canners must meet rigid standards and the 
content of their products can be controlled. 


16) Prolonged cooking of foods is likely to destroy 
their vitamin content. 


17) Boiling vegetables and fruits in large amounts o! 
water does wash out vitamins. Vegetables should lx 
prepared with a minimum of water; the water left 
should be used in soup 


WHAT TO EAT WHEN — Should your intake change with 
age? Are bedtime snacks harmful to digestion? Con 
dieting damage your health? The experts say: 


18) If you reach your proper weight at age 25, you 
must decrease your intake 10 per cent every decade to 
age 55 to maintain proper weight. 


19) Dieting without medical supervision can lead to 
sickness and even endanger life.

New program could be ‘a real step toward easing tensions’ 


Tackling the problem of poor living conditions, low 
morale and the prestige of U.S. Government personnel 
and their families in Moscow should receive top pri 
ority. As one Embassy official told me: “If the Kremlin 
will cooperate in alleviating this situation, it certainly 
could be interpreted as a real step toward easing ten 
sions between ourselves and the Soviet Union.” Last 
month’s U.S.-Russian agreement on cultural and other 
exchanges was such a step. This would be another 

Here are four possible approaches 

1) A recreation center for U.S. personnel is basic 
Poday, the 45 American children must play in the 
rubbish and mud of the walled-in yard at the rear ot 
the Embassy building. 

I'wenty miles from Moscow, the Embassy has a 
“country. home” for recreation. Even though it is 
totally inadequate, it is booked for weeks in advance 
by fun-starved Americans. 

[wo difficult hurdles stand in the way of the rec 
reation center. To build it, we must obtain a long 
term lease from the Russian government and an ap 
propriation trom the U.S. Congress. 


Closet-sized Rooms 


2) Better living quarters are urgently needed. In 


addition to the apartments in the Embassy building, 
some staff members live in America House a former 
funeral home located next to a cement factory. This 
building has a few residential cubicles about the size 
of “walk-in” closets in the United States. The Kremlin 
refuses to allow the 85 members of the American Em 
bassy to rent living quarters elsewhere in Moscow 

3) Travel restrictions should be lifted. In addition 
to their unique housing problem, American Embass\ 
personnel are confined to a 25-mile radius of the 
Soviet capital and even parts of this zone are closed 
to them. Excellent recreation areas are within the 
closed zone. In order to travel outside the prose ribed 
area, Embassy personnel must submit a note to the 
Soviet Foreign Office and follow a prescribed route 


On one occasion, an Embassy group was given per

mission to drive to a nearby town. En route, police 
men were noticed at various points along the road. 
Suddenly the car had a flat tire and the driver stopped 
to fix it. Within a few minutes two police cars sped up 
to see why the Americans had not passed the next 
check point within the expected time. 

4) Constant check by Soviet secret police ‘is a real 
harrassment. Embassy staff members are followed 
wherever they go even shopping. In recent years, 
hidden microphones have been discovered at the Em 
bassv. This unremitting watchfulness applies to all 
U.S. embassies in lron Curtain countries. 

Ambassador Thompson is greatly concerned about 
his hard-working staff. He knows that the lack of rec 
reation and other diversion is extremely hard on 
morale, but he cannot make headway against the face 
less, tone-deaf Soviet bureaucracy. 

[he Ambassador himself lives at Spaso House, for 
merly the home of a wealthy pre-revolutionary Russian 
merchant. The house has handsome appointments, 
including a ballroom suitable for entertaining. Three 
times a week his garden and ballroom are used for 
kindergarten and on other occasions for ballet class 

No stranger to Russia, Thompson was in Moscow 
during the dark davs of World War Il when Hitler's 
armies hammered at the citvs gates. He was then 
secretary and consul in the Embassy and the tact that 
he staved behind when other Embassy ofhcials moved 
to Kuibvsheyv, the provisional capital, greatly im 
press d the Russians 

Poday, at 53, career diplomat Thompson fights the 
cold war with quiet determination. He begins his 
day at Spaso House listening to an early morning BBC 
broadcast and reading the State Department dail) 
news bulletins. He next takes a lesson in the Russian 
language even though he speaks it Huently. He 
usually winds up his day at the office at 7:30 p.m., 
after which he may attend a reception or visit with 
other diplomats. The Thompsons have two daughters, 
lenny, 8, and Sherry, 4. Mrs. Thompson's daughter

Thompson is soft-spoken, almost self-effacing in his 
manner, and the State Department considers him one 
of its top-flight diplomats.

There is no question he could do an even more 
effective job in Moscow if the numerous harrassing 
situations were reduced. The United States would 
like to abolish all restrictions for Embassy personnel 
on a reciprocal basis. But the Kremlin will not agree

Beverly Shufllebarver, a small, vrav-eved 
blonde from Norfolk, Va., maintains that it's 
easy for anv girl to catch a husband.

Foreign students help 
others understand us

| was on a round-the-world trip, visiting 
voung people in 25 countries who had stud 
ied at American schools. Betore | left Ann 
\rbor, a Japanese government researcher 
working for an advanced degree at the Uni 
versity of Michigan asked me to look up his 
mother, wife and two small children. in 
Tokyo. 

While visiting his family in Japan, | told 
them, through an interpreter, of their loved 
one’s work, how he was living and spending 
his time. 

His family were extremely polite. They 
nodded, they smiled. In their hospitality, I 
sensed a genuine warmth. Yet somehow I felt 
that they were not too interested in my re 
port. | was a bit puzzled, until his petite wife 
explained. 

“You see,” she said, graciously, “we al 
ready know what you tell us. He writes three 
times a week. In fact, we know more about 


his present activities than we did about his 
work here in Tokvo.’ 

Once again, sitting with this family which 
treated me almost as a member, I was struck 
with the value of our International Exchange 
Service. 

Letters this Japanese researcher was send 
ing hohe had paved the way for friendship 
between an American and his kin. More than 
40,000 toreign students in our schools are 
writing home each week to eager audiences. 

Lach vear between 15,000 and 20.000 of 
these American-trained people return home, 
often to positions of responsibility and influ 
ence. They may not applaud everything 
\merican, but certainly they understand our 
notivation and sincerity of purpose. 

Their opinions of us will count more than 
those of the professional diplomats, who 
think in terms of balances of power rather 
than the mutually common urge for neigh 
borliness among the world’s free peoples. 

Our exchange student program is a frac 
tional investment in dollars and cents. But 
its dividends are priceless. How else can you 
value America’s future? z

OR THE FIRST TIME in its 82-year history, Illinois’ historic Cap- 
F itol at Springfield has undergone extensive renovation. Major 
phases of the $1,700,000 project include restoration of the legis- 
lative lounge, construction of a new mezzanine floor with large pub- 
lic hearing rooms and offices, and extensive remodeling of the Gov- 
ernor’s office, the pressroom and many other rooms in the building. 
In addition, the entire exterior of the building was cleaned by sand- 
blasting. 

The Capitol is a monumental structure 379 feet long and 36! feet 
high to the tip of its huge dome—the highest building in central [IIli- 
nois. The dome is supported by limestone walls 17 feet thick from 
the foundation to the first floor. While the cost of the building was 
placed at $4,500,000 when it was finished in 1876 after eight years 
of work, the cost of duplicating it today would approach $50,000,000. 

There was a minimum of inconvenience during the three - year 
improvement project because many offices formerly located in the 
Capitol had moved to an eight- story state office building completed 
in 1955. Most of the remodeling details were handled by a State 
House Commission created in 1953. Before making recommenda- 
tions, members visited the Capitols of New York and Pennsylvania, 
where similar building problems had been resolved. In improving 
the appearance and utilitarian value of the Illinois structure, every 
effort was made to retain its architectural link with the past. 


New legislative lounge—44 feet by 79 feet—has 10 bays furnished 
with settings such as this one. Although it was a lounge originally, 
space in recent years had been used by the automobile department 
to relieve crowding in its office. Lounge, on third floor between 
House and Senate chambers, has dining facilities and lockers.

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S A SPECIAL SESSION of the Legislature was 
starting to consider Missouri's new - style budget, 
Governor James T. Blair went before the law- 

makers and urged further improvements in the state's 
financial programing. The recommendations, together 
with the already-adopted budget procedure, would 
give the state an up-to-date set of tools for dealing 
with its dollar problems. 

Biggest tool in the kit is the new budget system. 
It provides a staff of experts, under the Governor, to 
carefully examine and screen money requests from the 
various state agencies before they are submitted to the 
Legislature. The record $534 million budget, now be 
fore the special session, is the first to be prepared by 
the new method. 

The spending proposals (for the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1) are outlined in a 167-page book which 
contains more information than any budget document 
ever presented to the Legislature. Functions and work 
loads of the various state agencies are set forth. Rea- 
sons for the proposed outlays are explained in detail, 


Budget staff works on additional information for 
Legislature. Only small part of data gathered dur- 
ing - preparation could be included in budget 
book. Supplemental details are supplied on re 
quest, and a budget analyst from 14-member staff 
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particularly where an increase is sought. Dollar tab- 
ulations include the amount recommended by the 
Governor, the sum requested by the agency and ap- 
propriations and expenditures for the years since 1953. 

Until this year, budgets proposed to the Legisla- 
ture generally were loose compilations of requests from 
the various agencies, trimmed by an across - the - board 
percentage to fit estimated available funds. Neither 
the Governor nor the Legislature got the information 
needed to weigh the adequacy of the allocations. 

In his supplemental fiscal recommendations, Gov- 
ernor Blair proposed that the state’s building program 
be put on a planned, long-range “pay-as-you-go” 
basis, rather than the present “hit -or- miss” allocation 
of bond issue or surplus funds. 

Efforts to sharpen budget and dollar handling 
might not make the most exciting chapters in history 
of government. But this does not detract from their 
importance in an era of inevitable heavy increases 
in demands on the state, which has a major role in 
such fields as education, mental health, road building.

DWARD WESTON was an artist with a 

camera. Whether his subject was a 

modern machine or a weather-worn 
mountain, he caught it with amazing sharp- 
ness that revealed the smallest cotter pin, 
the tiniest tuft of grass. But it was not his su- 
perb technical skill that won Weston an in- 
ternational audience. Rather 
it was that intangible ability 
of an artist to communicate a 
unique, meaningful insight. 

“Man is the actual medium 
of expression—not the tool he 
elects to use as a means,” 
Weston once wrote. ‘The 
camera does not reproduce 
nature, not exactly as seen 
with our eyes,’ he said. 
“Eyes are but a means to see 
through, as impersonal as the 
lens, and must be directed by 
the same intelligence that in 
turn guides the camera or 
any tool.” 

The man who was the me- 
dium of expression in the pictures on this 
page stood five feet two inches tall. He 
frequently was dwarfed by the tripod and 
accordion - like view camera that he carried 
tirelessly to the desert, mountain and ocean 
reaches of the great American West.’ He 
was born in a Chicago suburb in 1886. Six- 


teen years later his father gave him a box 
camera, and Weston’s destiny was cast. In 
1904, when he was 18 years old, he went 
to California on a vacation trip. He stayed 
to open a commercial photographic studio 
in Glendale and, except for three years in 
Mexico, lived in California the rest of his 
life. For the last 29 years he 
made his home at Carmel 
Highlands, near Carmel on 
the Monterey Peninsula. 

Soon after opening the stu- 
dio he became enwrapped in 
the use of photography as a 
medium of artistic expression. 
By 1915 his salon exhibitions 
were bringing him honors. 
His pictures were stylized in 
angle, composition, framing. 
Within a few years, however, 
he began discarding these 
techniques, and the flow of 
recognition dried up for a 
time. But as he focused his 
camera with ever increasing 
intensity on the subjects themselves, his art 
grew to its fullest flower. When he died last 
month at the age of 71, Weston had long 
been recognized as one of the foremost pho- 
tographers of the twentieth century. The 
picture in the inset was one of the last 
taken of the master photographer.

NE HUNDRED YEARS AGO— 
on February 11, 1858—a 14 year- 
old peasant girl reported she 

had seen a vision of the Virgin Mary 
at the entrance of a cave near Lourdes, 
France. Since then the girl, Bernadette 
Soubirous, has been canonized a saint 
by the Roman Catholic Church and 
that grotto has become a shrine fa- 
mous for cures it is reputed to effect. 
The church has officially designated 
as miraculous 54 cures in the 100 years. 
At the centennial celebration of 
the shrine this month, 50,000 pilgrims, 
mostly from Europe but including many 
from the United States, gathered in 
Lourdes, a small town in southwestern 


France in the foothills of the Pyrenees 
Mountains. They attended church 
services and marched in processions 
during the day -long observance of the 
anniversary. Pope Pius XII sent a 
special message. 

In all, Bernadette reported she saw 
the apparition of the Virgin 18 times 
between February and July of 1858. 
As word spread about her visions, the 
grotto quickly began attracting pil- 
grims. Bernadette, a frail girl, became 
a nun in the Order of the Sisters of 
Charity at Nevers, France, in 1866 and 
lead a secluded life until her death, 
at age 36, in 1879. She was canon- 
ized by the Catholic Church in 1933.

Thread for a tablecloth is pulled through 
trecdle eye of loom with a hook. For fine 
material, 30 threads are used for every inch 
of fabric. Something coarse, like upholstery, 
requires only 10 threads to the inch. For 
tweed weaves, Mrs. Drewes imports wool 
from Scotland because she feels it has

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Army Tanks Bring 
Down the House 


Two Surplus Shermans Perform 
Demolition Job in Six Minutes 


A 100- year-old frame house at Wayne, New Jer- 
sey, is shorn of a big chunk of its front side as an 
Army tank bursts through in a cloud of dust and 
splinters. Just before this another tank had bat- 
tered its way through the three-story, basement- 
less structure from another direction, depositing 
the pile of kindling near the gaping hole at left. 
The idea of using tanks for such work was put 
into practice by a World War II tank driver, 
Carmen Ottilio, who now heads a contracting 
and demolition firm at nearby Paterson. 


With final supports loosened by the battering, the 
house collapses and its brick chimney buckles. 
Seconds later only a pile of rubble remained. The 
tanks did the job in six and a half minutes. The 
contractor estimated it would have taken two to 
five days by more conventional methods of demo- 
lition. Ottilio purchased five surplus Sherman M-47 
tanks from the Army for use in his wrecking work.
